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Remarks 

Claims 29-34 are pending in the present application, of which claim 30 is 
objected and claims 31 and 32 are allowed. By this paper, Applicant cancels claim 29, 33 and 
34 and amends claim 30. 

The Examiner has rejected claims 29, 33 and 34 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Russell (U.S. Pat. No. 2,458,427). By this paper, Applicant has canceled 
claims 29, 33 and 34. 

The Examiner has indicated that claim 30 would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
Accordingly, claim 30 has been rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims to be allowable as suggested by the Examiner. 

Applicant appreciates the Examiner's indication that claims 31 and 32 are 

allowed.
